Doctor Zell says that certnlfl species 
of animals exhibit evident dislike for 
drafts and that such beasts naturally 
live in forests and sheltered places. 
Conversely, animals 
whose natural 
hnhJtnt Is nn open space are content 
when breezes blow*. 
Hence a horse 
lets the wind smooth his coat while 
monkeys and baboons shun such ex­ 
periences. 
The professor In conclusion asks, 
“Is ft then a wonder that the Ger­ 
mans, who In earlier centnrles lived In 
wooded regions, are still todny more 
susceptible to drafts than other peo­ 
ples who come from treelnsg coun­ 
tries?’’ 
An evident objection to this "opinion 
as the explanation of sensitiveness to 
drafts Is that the ancestors of all men

The Cliff Dwellers. 
Cliff-dwellers Is the ngme of a race 
of rndians, fdrnktb’ living in the cllfTs 
fcñ the vílleys of ;the Rio 
bordering 
Grande and Rio Colorado..Their homes 
were built In the recesses of the cliff* 
at a height often of several hnndr<*d 
feet from*the ground, and at the pres* 
ent time seemingly Inaccessible, as the 
former paths that led to them nearly 
nil have been destroyed by the crum­ 
bling away of the rocks. The dwaHthgs 
sometime* consisted of many rooms, 
and I if some cases were two, or more, 
stories high, hewn in the rock, with 
wooden lintels In the doors and win­ 
dows. which were probably closed 
with skins or blankets. The wall» were 
finished with a plaster of clay. How 
the inhabitants subsisted is not known, 
but probably mainly by hunting and 
fishing, as the soil about these locali­ 
ties was barren. The Pueblo Indians, 
who stIH are found In that section, 
are thought to be dbsceudautB of the 
cliff-dwellers. They possess consider­ 
able skill In making artidea-of pot­ 
tery and the like.
